Uranium for World's 
Power Projects 
@ One little-publicized result 
of the Bermuda talks has 
been a US-British deal on 
Canada’s uranium production. 
Hitherto, virtually the whole 
of Canada’s output has been 
pledged to the US.; from now 
on Britain has been given the 
right to acquire up to 1,000 
tons of uranium metal a year 
during the next five years and 
to increase her share from 
then on. It is only after this 
basic arangement was made

with her ambitious plans for 
nuclear power stations and 
exports. 


Of this year’s total estimat- 
ed world uranium production 
of 25.000 tons, Canada will 
account for 4,000 tons, but in 
two years’ time she will pro- 
duce 12.500 tons of the world's 
total of 40.900 tons.

tons (3.300 in 1957), South 
Africa 4000 and Australia 


7,000, while the total produc-

Demand for uranium is, 
however, going to grow even 
faster, as about 50.000 tons 
will be needed for supplying 
charges for the power sta- 
tions envisaged in Europe, 
Britain, the US. and Japan 
alone.
